OF  THE  BOROUGH  OF  LYMINGTON 

I  submit  for  your  information  and  consideration  my  ninth  annual 
report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  your  Borough. 

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  Borough  occupies  an  enviable  situation,  lying  as  it  does  between 
the  New  Forest  on  the  North  and  sea  to  the  South.  On  the  West  its  bound¬ 
ary  is  the  Walkford  Brook  which  separates  it  from  the  Borough  of 
Christchurch,  and  the  Rural  District  of  Ringwood  and  Fordingbridge,  and 
on  the  East  it  is  bounded  by  the  estuary  of  the  Lymington  River  with  its 
splendid  yachting  facilities.  The  area  is  largely  agricultural  with  two  main 
centres  of  population,  the  ancient  town  of  Lymington  to  the  East  and  the 
urban  area  of  New  Milton  to  the  West.  Lesser  centres  of  population  are  at 
Hordle,  Milford  and  Pennington. 

Many  light  industries  have  been  established  throughout  the  area. 
The  population-  has  risen  steadily,  largely  by  immigration,  and  has  now 
passed  itihe  32,000  mark.  The  increase  dn  the  population  over  the  past  20 
years  amounts  to  53%  and  over  the  same  period  the  number  of  inhabited 
houses  has  increased  by  65%.  The  subsoil  varies  from  clay  to  gravel,  and 
the  climate  is  equable.

LUNG  CANCER 

There  were  24  lung  cancer  deaths  during  the  year,  a  reduction  of 
1  on  the  previous  year  bu)t  maintaining  an  average  of  20  deaths  per  annum 
over  the  past  five  years.  7  of  the  deaths  this  year  were  in  men  under  the 
age  of  65. 

The  national  death  rate  continues  to  rise,  though  to  a  slightly  lesser 
extent  than  in  previous  years.  Whereas  in  1964  there  were  26,398  lung 
cancer  deaths,  in  1965  there  were  27,019,  an  increase  of  621  against  the 
previous  year’s  increase  of  1027.  Of  this  621,  375  were  male  deaths  against 
the  755  of  the  previous  year.  If  this  trend  continues  it  may  suggest  that 
the  facts  about  the  dangers  of  smoking  are  at  last  penetrating  to  the  male 
population.  The  female  death  rate,  though  lower,  continues  to  increase 
an  a  much  faster  rate  than  the  male  and  suggests  that  the  ladies  are  now 
reaping  the  effects  of  the  post  war  increase  in  female  smoking.  The  male 
increase  was  1.7%,  but  that  of  the  females  was  5.9%.

HOUSING 

The  Council  have  commenced  work  on  the  largest  programme  for 
the  provision  of  new  houses  ever  undertaken  in  this  Borough,  involving 
the  construction  of  some  500  houses  in  the  next  three  years. 

Work  is  nearing  completion  on  the  101  houses,  flats  and  maisonettes 
at  Davis’  Field,  New  Milton.  Contracts  were  let  during  1966  for  100  in¬ 
dustrialised  houses  on  the  Mariey  Avenue  site,  and  for  145  traditional 
houses,  flats  and  maisonettes  at  Corbins  Field,  Pennington.  It  is  hoped 
during  the  coming  year  to  commence  the  construction  of  a  further  Old 
Peoples  Home  at  Barfields,  and  to  let  contracts  for  a  further  151  housing 
units  on  the  Mariey  Avenue  site. 

The  continuing  demand  for  Council  accommodation  is  shown  by 
the  waiting  list  of  910  of  which  229  are  applications  for  Old  People’s 
accommodation.

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  B  ATH* 

The  public  swimming  bath  is  an  open  air  pool  440  feet  by  140  feet 
with  a  surface  area  just  under  If  acres.  The  bottom  is  gravel  and  the  sides 
concrete.  The  depth  varies  from  3  ft.  to  10  ft.  and  it  is  estimated  to  hold 
nearly  2  million  gallons  of  water.  The  pool  is  filled  through  sluices  from 
the  estuary  at  high  water.  The  salinity  is  approximately  50%  of  sea  water. 
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R  e -circulation  via  two  fountain  Melts  iis  ait  a  rate  of  30,000  gallons  per  hour. 
There  is  no  filtration  but  the  re-circulated  water  is  chlorinated. 

Regular  sampling  of  tihe  water  was  carried  out  during  the  season 
and  as  a  result  of  the  increased  rate  of  re-circulation  and  chlorination 
al lorded  by  the  new  plant,  satisfactory  bacteriological,  results  were  ob¬ 
tained.  Difficulty  was  experienced  with  discolouration  of  the  water  after 
prolonged  use  and  the  bath  had  to  be  emptied  and  re-filled  in  mid-season. 
In  order  to  overcome  this  and  avoid  Closing  the  baths,  chemical  analyses 
were  obtained  and  the  Analyst  recommended  treatment  of  the  water  with 
copper  sulphate.  It  is  thought  that  this  may  overcome  the  problem  of 
algal  growth. 

Further,  the  addition  of  Calgon  is  recommended  to  prevent  the 
precipitation  of  manganese  and  iron  oxide  which  was  found  to  cause 
discolouration. 

Regular  testing  of  the  water  was  carried  out.  84  samples  were  sub¬ 
mitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  of  these  3  only  were  found  to 
be  unsatisfactory,  having  a  high  coliform  count.  Two  samples  were  taken 
for  chemical  analyses  as  previously  mentioned  and  tests  were  carried  out 
weekly  during  the  season  by  the  Public  Health  Department  to  check  the 
chlorine  content  and  acidify  of  the  water. 

The  1966  season  was  marked  by  staffing  difficulties,  mainly  as  a 
result  of  the  Superintendent  resigning  his  appointment  early  in  the  year. 
Much  credit  is  due  to  the  temporary  staff  who  managed  to  run  the  baths 
successfully. 

MOSQUITOES 

Complaints  were  again  received  of  nuisance  from  mosquitoes  during 
the  late  summer  months. 

A  start  was  made  on  treating  ponds  and  ditches,  where  mosquitoes 
were  breeding,  with  a  larvioidal  oil.  Spraying  was  confined  to  ponds  and 
ditches  in  the  Woods! de,  Pennington  and  Hordle  areas,  “  oiling  ”  being 
carried  out  at  monthly  intervals  until  the  end  of  October.  One  species, 
aedes  rusticus,  makes  its  appearance  in  late  March  or  early  April  and 
insects  may  still  be  on  the  wing  in  October.  There  is  only  one  brood  per 
year  of  this  species  and  therefore  it  is  important  for  treatment  to  be 
carried  out  early.  Other  species  found  have  several  generations  per  year 
and  treatment  must  therefore  continue  throughout  the  period  February 
to  October. 

The  treatment  carried  out  has  been  effective  in  that  no  further 
breeding  was  found  in  the  areas  treated  but  whether  there  has  been  any 
noticeable  reduction  in  nuisance  is  difficult  to  say.  Fewer  complaints  have 
been  received  and  only  a  small  number  of  requests  received  for  the  leaflet 
prepared  on  heme  methods  for  dealing  with  breeding  places.

The  clinic  facilities  for  the  treatment,  prevention,  and  after  care  of 
this  infection  are  provided  jointly  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  the 
County  Council.  The  clinic  serving  this  area  is  held  in  Christchurch 
Hospital.  It  is  conducted  by  Dr.  Stuart  Robertson,  who  is  also  Medical 
Director  of  the  Bournemouth  Mass  Radiography  Unit.  Dr.  Robertson  holds 
a  joint  appointment  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  the  County 
Council.  A  specialist  Health  Visitor  is  provided  by  the  County  Council. 

A  joint  voluntary  Tuberculosis  Care  Committee  is  run  for  the 
Borough  of  Lymington,  Christchurch,  and  Rural  District  of  Ringwood  and 
Fordingbridge.  The  Committee  is  under  the  chairmanship  of  Lady 
Manners  and  is  widely  representative.  Much  devoted  work  is  carried  out, 
both  in  the  collection  of  money,  and  in  service  to  local  sufferers. 

SERVICES  PROVIDED  BY  THE  COUNTY  COUNCIL 
Ambulance  Service 

The  County  Ambulance  Service  operates  through  four  main  stations 
and  a  number  of  sub-stations.  One  of  Tie  main  stations  is  at  Lymington, 
to  which  calls  from  this  area  used  to  be  directed.

This  undertaking  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Borough  Engineer 
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and  the  following  details  were  obtained  from  his  department. 

Consumption  of  water  for  the  year  in  the  Lymington  Area  of  supply 
was  150,590,000  gallons  of  which  87,505,600  gallons  were  for  Industrial 
purposes. 

The  Water  Committee  is  conscious  of  the  increasing  rate  of  con¬ 
sumption,  and  investigations  have  continued  into  the  use  of  surface 
sources  of  supply  to  augment  the  present  borehole  waters.  There  is  every 
indication  that  consumption  rates  will  continue  to  rise  and  that  additional 
water  will  need  to  be  made  available  as  early  as  possible. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  approval  has  been  given  to  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  the  Filtration  Plant,  which  will  greatly  improve  the  condition  of 
the  water,  overcoming  the  problems  associated  with  a  high  iron  content.

The  results  show  that  both  supplies  are  free  from  pollution 
and  contamination  and  the  results  are  within  the  normal  range 
for  these  supplies. 

(2)  Bacteriological  Examination 

68  samples  of  the  mains  supply  were  taken.  All  these  samples 
were  satisfactory. 

A  further  70  samples  of  water  from  the  shallow  wells  at 
Ampress  were  taken  and  the  reports  indicate  that  these  wells 
are  polluted.  Further  careful  investigation  into  the  cause  of 
this  pollution  is  necessary  before  considering  the  future  use  of 
this  source  of  supply. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage  : 

While  considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  recent  years  in  the 
drainage  of  the  District,  the  Council  still  has  two  major  sohemes  to  carry 
out,  both  of  which  are  becoming  of  increasing  importance  as  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  district  proceeds.  The  two  schemes  are  the  drainage  of  the 
riverside  areas  of  Lymington,  and  the  drainage  of  New  Milton  North, 
together  with  the  relief  of  Ashley  Pumping  Station  and  the  laying  of  a 
trunk  sewer  from  Sky  End  Lane  through  Wainsford  and  Efford  to  link 
up  with  the  main  outfall  at  Pennington  Marsh. 

Work  has  been  commenced  on  the  provision  of  main  drainage  to 
properties  in  Milford  Road,  Pennington,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  small 
scheme  at  Sea  Road,  Milford,  which  has  been  under  consideration  for 
some  time  can  soon  be  commenced. 

A  satisfactory  effluent  is  being  produced  at  Barton  Treatment 
Works,  but  some  difficulty  is  being  experienced  with  the  sludge  digestion 
plant,  mainly  due  to  the  presence  of  detergents  in  the  sewage. 

The  major  surface  water  drainage  scheme  at  Stem  Lane  is  now 
ir.  hand,  and  work  in  connection  with  the  improvement  of  the  surface 
water  drainage  of  the  Oakwood  Avenue,  Manor  Road  area  has  been 
completed. 

Public  Cleansing  : 

Refuse  collection  services  have  operated  satisfactorily  giving  a 
once  weekly  collection  to  all  domestic  and  business  premises,  with  a 
senond  collection  to  trade  premises  where  required.  The  last  of  the  old 
tvpe  collection  vehicles  has  been  replaced,  and  the  Council  now  operates 
six  modern  vehicles,  with  a  spare  vehicle  to  cover  breakdown. 

Controlled  tipping  has  been  continued  at  Pennington  Marshes,  and 
the  site  hns  been  kept  tidy  and  free  from  vermin.  The  access  along  the 
Ancient  Highway  has  been  made  up,  and  a  good  road  now  exists  on  the 
west  side  of  the  tip  itself.  Contract  arrangements  for  the  removal  of 
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waste  paper  from  tlhe  tip  have  been  kept  going,  and  the  following  quan¬ 
tities  of  salvage  materials  sold.

Iron  6  tons,  12  cwts. 

Non  ferrous  metals  10  cwts. 

Rivers  and  Streams  : 

The  conditions  of  the  Danes  Stream  has  been  the  subject  of 
continued  investigation.  A  9"  sewer  is  being  laid  by  the  owners  whose 
caravan  sites  border  the  stream.  The  sewer  is  connected  to  the  Council’s 
sewerage  system  and  is  being  laid  parallel  to  the  Danes  Stream.  It  is 
expected  that  this  scheme  will  be  completed  in  1967. 

40  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination;  the  results 
indicated  that  substantial  pollution  is  occurring  higher  up  the  stream.  The 
relief  of  Ashley  Pumping  Station  and  the  laying  of  the  proposed  trunk 
sewer  is  expected  to  reduce  pollution  considerably.

NUISANCE  ORDER 

A  nuisance  arising  from  the  discharge  of  farm  effluents  into  a  pond 
and  giving  rise  to  obnoxious  smells  was  the  subject  of  a  Statutory  Notice 
served  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  Failure  to  comply  with  the 
Notice  resulted  in  the  matter  being  taken  to  the  Magistrates’  Court  where 
a  Nuisance  Order  was  made  requiring  abatement  and  the  carrying  out  of 
works  within  6  months  of  the  making  of  the  Order.  A  fine  was  also 
imposed. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ACT  AND  REGULATIONS 

There  are  3  registered  dairies,  71  registered  distributors  of  milk  and 
3  pasteurising  establishments.  Two  of  these  establishments  pasteurise  under 
the  Holder  Process  and  the  other  has  a  H.T.S.T.  plant.  In  the  former  cases 
the  milk  is  retained  at  a  temperature  of  not  less  than  145°F  and  not  more 
than  150°F  for  at  least  30  minutes  and  in  the  latter  the  milk  is  retained  at 
a  temperature  of  not  less  than  161°F  for  at  least  15  seconds;  in  both 
methods  the  milk  is  required  to  be  immediately  cooled  to  below  50 °F. 

Powers  of  licensing  have  been  delegated  to  this  authority  by  the 
County  Council  and  the  plants  and  premises  are  subject  to  inspection  by 
officers  of  the  Public  Health  Department.  Samples  of  pasteurised  milk  are 
taken  at  least  once  monthly  from  each  pasteurising  establishment  and  are 
examined  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Boscombe. 

An  average  oif  5,240  gallons  oif  milk  are  pasteurised  each  day,  in 
the  Borough,  equivalent  to  1,913,330  gallons  per  annum.

Regular  inspection  of  poultry  at  this  establishment  has  been  carried 
out  daily  since  September.  The  statistics  and  weights  given  in  (5)  and  (6) 
above  do  not  reflect  a  true  picture  in  respect  of  the  12  months  period.

General 

In  addition  to  samples  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  the 
usual  attention  was  given  to  the  labels  and  descriptions  of  food  and  drugs 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Labelling  of  Food  Order  and  the  Pharmacy 
and  Medicines  Act.  There  were  no  serious  complaints  concerning  these 
matters.

The  scheme  for  the  sampling  of  foodstuffs  for  pesticide  residues 
came  into  operation  on  the  1st  August,  1966.  It  will  operate  for  two  years, 
each  being  divided  into  three  four-monthly  periods.  It  is  intended  that 
thirty  samples  will  be  procured  each  year,  ten  during  each  of  the  four- 
monthly  periods.  Up  to  the  end  of  March,  1967,  the  requisite  twenty 
samples  were  obtained.  The  detailed  results  of  these  samples  will  be  given 
after  the  scheme  has  been  completed  but,  so  far,  no  evidence  of  con¬ 
tamination  has  been  found.

Housing  Act,  1964 — Part  II — Compulsory  Improvement  of  Dwellings  to 
Provide  Standard  Amenities — Improvement  Areas  : 

The  aim  of  this  Act  is  to  provide  tenanted  dwellings,  which  have 
a  life  of  at  least  15  years  and  which  lack  one  or  more  of  the  five 
amenities  (bath,  wash  basin,  hot  water  supply,  internal  W.C.  and  a  food 
store),  with  these  facilities.  The  inducement  to  landlords  to  raise  their 
properties  to  the  higher  standard  is  by  way  of  increased  rent  (12j%  of 
their  contribution  to  the  cost  of  improvement)  together  with  a  Grant. 

The  first  area  in  the  Borough  to  be  declared  an  Improvement  Area 
comprises  dwellings  in  Ambleside  Road  and  Broad  Lane  designated 
“  Borough  of  Lymington  Improvement  Area  No.  1  ” — this  became  oper¬ 
ative  in  November,  1966. 

There  are  48  dwellings  in  the  Area,  18  of  which  are  tenanted;  of 
these  15  lack  one  or  more  of  the  ’standard  amenities.  At  the  moment  6 
owners  in  the  Area  have  improved  their  dwellings  with  the  aid  of  a 
Standard  Grant. 

Local  Authorities  are  put  under  a  duty  to  arrange  for  the  inspection 
of  their  areas  with  a  view  to  identifying  areas  suitable  for  improvement. 

Other  parts  of  the  district  have  been  surveyed  with  this  in  view.

GENERAL  REMARKS 

The  general  health  of  the  Borough  was  satisfactory  throughout  the 

year. 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  disease  was  low. 

The  estimated  population  rose  by  730  to  32,120.  Deaths  exceeded 
births  by  136  and  this  appears  to  indicate  that  866  immigrants  arrived 
during  the  year. 

There  was  a  slight  rise  in  the  birth  rate  over  last  year’s  low  figure 
but  it  still  remains  well  below  the  national  average,  which  is  in  keeping 
with  the  age  structure  of  the  District. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  fell  and  was  well  below  the  national 
average.  There  were  57  more  deaths  than  in  the  previous  year  and  the 
death  rate  therefore  showed  a  sharp  increase.  It  was,  as  always,  much 
higher  than  the  national  average  but  after  making  allowance  for  the  age 
and  sex  distribution  of  the  population  the  corrected  rate  was  below  the 
national  figure. 

The  housing  waiting  list  again  increased  but  the  housing  programme 
shows  a  .determined  effort  to  accommodate  those  most  in  need. 

Drainage  improvements  are  in  hand  in  several  areas  but  it  has  not 
yet  been  possible  to  deal  with  the  riverside  area  of  Lymington  and  with 
New  Milton  North.
